2.1 . Document D1 discloses an electrochemical sensor comprising a substrate (20), two 
working electrodes (W, W0) and a reference electrode (R) disposed on said substrate 
(20) and a reagent layer (50) completely covering said electrodes. 

2.2. The subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 7 differs from this teaching in that 
either the second working electrode or both working electrodes are only partially 
covered by a reagent layer. 

2.3. This feature provides a means for determining the currents caused by interfering 
compounds. Such a solution of this problem is not disclosed or suggested in the 
available prior art, the subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 7 is therefore novel 
and inventive (Article 33 PCT).
